LIGHT VOTE LIKELY 
IN PRIMARY DUE 


10 WAR FACTORS 


Probable G. O. P, Turn- 
out Put at 225,000 to 
250,000 — Democratic 
300,000 to 400,000. 
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FERGUSON CALLS ON 
MATTINGLY TO QUIT 


Says Committeeman Mis- 
used Post in Effort to 
Dictate Ticket — Party 
Chief Hits Back.

With nearly all candidates for 
nominations for United States Sen- 
ator and major State offices con- 
centrating in St. Louis, some in 
the hope and others in the fear 
that the St. Louis vote will decide 
the primary election Tuesday, the 
campaign was virtually closed last 


night. 

As a climax to a Republican gu- 
bernatoriel campaign of unusual 
bitterness, Charles Ferguson, for- 
mer chairman of the Republican 
State Committee, and a candidate 
for the nomination for Governor, 
issued a demand that National 
Committeeman Barak T. Matting- 
ly resign his party position. Fes- 
guson charged “gross misuse 0. 
his office in an effort to dictate 
an entire state ticket” as a princi- 

} reason for his demand. 

Mattingly replied to Fergusons 
demand with a counter-blast in 
which Mattingly took credit for 
the election of Gov. Forrest C. 
Donnell] in 1940, and for the off- 
year Republican gains in 1942, Fer- 
guson being “out of the organiza- 
tion” in the latter year, Mat 
tingly charged also that when Gov, 
Liovd C. Stark asked the Legisla- 
ture to take the Kansas City Po- 
lice Department out of the hands 
of the Pendergast machine, Fergu- 
son favored inaction on the part 
of the Republicans, while Mat- 
tingly urged Republican members 
to support the Governor's Dill 
which they did unanimously. “I 
think,” Mattingly concluded, “that 


my record matches that of Mr. 


Ferguson admirably.” 

Mattingly has had a leading part 
in directing the campaign of Jean 
Paul Bradshaw, opposing Fergu- 
gon for the gubernatorial nomina- 
tion. He and Ferguson have pre- 
viously exchanged personalities in 
campaign statements. 

Light Vote Likely. 

Except for the candidates them- 
selves and their active supporters, 
there has been comparatively little 
interest in the campaign, indicat- 
ing a light vote in both party pri- 
maries. The Republican vote in 
the State is not expected to exceed 
250,000 and may not go above 225,- 
000, which can be compared with 
a total of 323,000 in 1940. While 
some politicians expect a Demo- 
cratic vote of 400,000, others doubt 
that it will go above 300,000, to be 
compared with 680,000 in 1940.

FLOOD of money backing 
A Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of

bettor’s five on President 
Roosevelt, and nine against a 
bettor’s five in support of 
Dewey, Carroll said.

So to bet on Dewey now you 
would have to put up $5 to 
win $9, and to wager on Roose- 
velt, you would risk $5 to

POLLS CLOSE AT 7 
IN CITY, SUNSET IN 


MOST OF COUNTY) 


Votes Can Be Cast Until 8:13 
Tuesday in 212 Suburban 
Precincts. 


Polling places throughout Mis- 
souri, except in the six cities with 
populations exceeding 25,000, will 
be open in Tuesday’s primary 
election from 6 a. m. to 8:13 p. m., 
the closing time being the mo- 
ment of sunset under wartime 
daylight saving. 

This rule will apply to 212 pre- 
cincts in St. Louis County, the 
only exception there being the 31 
precincts in University City. Clos- 
ing time of the polls in St. Louis, 
University City, Kansas City, St. 
Joseph, Springfield and Joplin will 
be 7 p. m. 

An old law requires that polls 
be kept open in the rural areas 
until sunset, when that comes 
later than 7 p. m. Ordinarily the 
difference is hardly noticeable, 
but daylight saving time is pro- 
longing the working day of the 
precinct judges and clerks this 
year as it did in the primary of 
1942. There is no change in their 
pay, however,

Some Areas Here. 


The center of a violent storm 
which struck St. Louis briefly last 
) night. appeared to be in the vicin- 
ity of Chester, Ill., 70 miles south 
‘of the city, where a $1,385,000 high- 
way bridge over the Mississippi 
'River was destroyed. 
| The entire superstructure ofthe 
‘three-span bridge, which linked 
Chester and  Claryville, Mo., 
plunged into the river, leaving 
only the bridge approaches stand- 
ing, John A, File, chairman of 
the Bridge Commission, told the 
Post-Dispatch, 


Illinois State Highway Patrol- 
man Milton Duensing, who was 
‘standing near the bridge, said a 
bolt of lightning struck the cen- 
iter of the span shortly before 10 
o'clock. The bridge seemed to 
fold before falling into the water, 
he said. 

Apparently no one was on the 
bridge at the time. A truck had 
passed over only a few moments 
earlier, : 

Expects Bridge to Be Out a Year. 

The bridge was dedicated Aug. 
21, 1942. File said the structure 
would be out of service for at 
least a year, It waa designed by 
the St, Louis engineering firm, 
Sverdrup & Parcel, whose head, 
Brig. Gen, Lief J. Sverdrup, is 
‘serving with the Army in the 
South. Pacific. 
| High winds blew down trees 
‘across roads and disrupted tele- 
phone communications in the 
Chester area, but there were no 
immediate reports of other major 
damage there. 


Trees Down in St. Louis. 

The storm struck St. Louis 
shortly after 8 o’clock, blowing 
down trees, breaking power lines 
‘and amashing plate glass windows. 
The Weather Bureau at Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field said wind 
igusts attained a maximum veloc- 
\ity of 39 miles an hour at 8:05 
o'clock, The storm was of short 
‘duration here, however, and rain- 
fall was light. 


The Union Electric Co. report- 
ed that a break in a 4000-volt 
feeder line serving an area north 
of St. Louis avenue and west of 
Grand boulevard plunged many 
homes into darkness. Residences 
‘in the area between Thirty-ninth 
street and Shaw boulevard, Bo- 
-tanical avenue and Grand boule- 
vard likewise were deprived of 
electricity. 
| Missouri Pacific Hospital, which 
has its Own power plant, experi- 
enced a power failure shortly be- 
fore the storm broke, but an 
emergency unit supplied’ elec- 
tricity until normal service was 
restored 45 rinutes later.

Under reasonable’ conditions, 
losses of between 20 and 30 per 
cent can be inflicted by ack-ack 
alone whenever the enemy masses 
enough atrength to throw as many 
as 25 planes against any major 
objective in Fifth Army territory 
where modern detecting equip- 
ment is in operation, 

These are the views of Brig. 
Gen. Aaron Bradshaw Jr., in com- 
mand of all antiaircraft for the 
Fifth Army. 

Since last September, 635 air 
attacks totaling 4670 sorties have 
been flown against Fifth Army 
troops or installations. Antiair- 
craft guns alone have downed 462 
planes or roughly 10 per cent. 
When “probables” are added— 
planes set on fire or so badly 
damaged as to make a return to 
their own lines improbable—the 
percentage jumps to about 16 per 
cent.

Governorship Contest, 


In the Republican governorship 
contest, there has been a particu- 
larly bitter campaign, with Fergu- 
son charging that Mattingly had 
assumed the position of an at- 
tempted party dictator and boss 
in his strong personal support of 
Bradshaw. Ferguson has _ said 
that never before has a National 
Committeeman in Missouri at- 
tempted to control nominations 
for office, Mattingly has attacked 
Ferguson and Ferguson has at- 
tacked Bradshaw's party record, 
accusing him of being responsible 
for Democratic control of the last 
State Senate through his failure 
to get a Republican Senatorial 
candidate in his district, which 
was carried by an unopposed 
Democrat although the district 
went 2000 Republican. 

The indications are that Brad- 
shaw will carry St. Louis with a 
plurality possibly reaching 20,000. 
Most of the ward committeemen 
in St. Louis, influenced largely by 
Mattingly and the Républican city 
administration, are sup por ting 
Bradshaw, but Ferguson will have | 
several committeemen and in most 
of the other wards will have the 
support of opposing candidates 
for committeeman.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

It is no time to send a fault-finder to 
the Senate. It may be, as Senator Clark 
gays, that “an exact blueprint of post- 
war plans for preserving or enforcing 
peace cannot be drawn” at this moment, 
but coming from a man whose reputa- 
tion is based on opposition instead of 
construction, there is an ominous res- 
ervation of discretion in such comment 
that would be consistent with any course 
he may choose to follow. 

If the Senator had confessed his past 
errors, there would be more room for 
hope in his future wisdom. But he 
epeaks in justification of it; in a speech 
at Jefferson City he pointed to his past 
stand as a “badge of honor.” This is 
significant, because whatever claim the 
Senator may have to greatness rests on 
hie own immovability. 

He has acquired the status of a “min- 
ority leader” within his own party, to 
the great pleasure and comfort of the 
political enemy. His popularity in Wash- 
ington is acclaimed by the Republican 
minority. This does not mean that he 
isn't a likable man, or that he doesn’t 
have friends on his side of the aisle, nor 
-do I imply that he assumes the air of 
immovability merely to make himself 
conspicuous. 

The quality is probably natural, and 
that is what makes it dangerous, for who 
knows what the Senator may consider 
a “super-state,” or what he considers a 
“surrender of sovereignty”? There is no 
pense in returning Clark to the Senate to 
kill two votes for world peace under the 
requirement of two-thirds Senate ratifi- 
cation. But that is what he Is likely to do 
unless he unqualifiedly obligates himself 
to accept the plan as approved by the 
Senate Democratic caucus. 

Senator Giark falls short of the quali- 
fications needed in this critical hour, 
when the mind, not of one man but of 
the suffering and bleeding world, is 
searching for a formula by which peace 
can be assured for all time. His pre-Pearl 
Harbor record shows how little he ap- 
preciated the dangers we faced and how 
futile his ideas on preparation proved 


to be. |

The Case Against Clark 


_ The task of greatest gravity before the voters 
in Tuesday's primary election is the decision on 
Bennett Clark’s candidacy for the United States 
Senate. : 

This is true because the Senate, within the 

°six-year term to which Mr, Clark aspires, will 
in all probability vote on the treaties which end 
the present war and on the proposals for a world 
organization to preserve the peace. So his can- 
didacy poses this momentous question for tha 
judgment of the voters: Would the renomination 
and re-election of Senator Clark endanger the 
country’s hopes for a just and lasting peace? 

The most vital issue since Mr. Clark entered 
the Senate in 1933 was that of national security. 

On that issue, involving the safety of America 
and all its citizens, his record is almost wholly 
negative. He voted against naval expansion bills, 
against repeal of the Embargo Act which was 
handicapping the democracies and helping the 
Axis, against lend-lease, against conscription, 
against numerous other measures urged as essen- 
-tial for the nation’s security. 

Suppose that Bennett Clark’s opposition to the 
draft: had prevailed when he voted against it on 
Aug. 28, 1940. What kind of army would we 
have had when war broke out? : 

Suppose that his will had prevailed when, on 
Aug. 7, 1941, he voted against the 18-month 
extension of service for drafted men, being urged 
by military authorities. Would not the expira- 
tion of soldiers’ terms by the time of Pearl 
Harbor, exactly four months later, have left our 
army crippled? 

What of his campaign promises? The candi- 
date now gives fulsome praise to the President, 
many of whose policies he has so strenuously 
opposed, and whose coattails he rides in election 
years. He pledged at Boonville his “sincere and 
earnest effort” to support a plan for “world ma- 
chinery which would bar aggression without in 
any way, shape or form depriving the United 
States of its sovereignty.” 

Clark’s praise of the President is a trans- 
parent campaign device. Hig support of a world 
peace organization contains an obvious loophole 
large enough to let the Senator leap over to the 
opposition if any phrase in the compact con- 
flicts with his deep and often-expressed prej- 
udices. 

Americans have learned to their sorrow what 
terrific power a Senate minority can wield in 
blocking a peace treaty. If 33 members out of 
the 96 vote No, the cause is lost. 

In 1919, when the people thought as a matter 
of course that the “War to end war” slogan would 
be realized, American participation in world 
co-operation was wrecked by what began as a 
small group of shrewd and determined men, 
They attacked trivial points, demanded hair- 
splitting reservations, issued twisted interpreta- 
tions, at length stirred up such suspicions and 
so beclouded the issue that the treaty wag de- 
feated., 

Bennett Clark is a hard fighter, a man of 
strong convictions, powerful in debate, deter- 
mined and persistent, with a rare skill in par- 
liamentary maneuver, These qualities might 
have made him a great Senator, but they are the 
very qualities that now make him a potential 
menace once the peace treaties come before the 
Senate. 

Can Missourians afford to take a chance by 
returning to the Senate a man whose candidacy 
bears such dangeroug possibilities? Are we to 
spend rivers of blood and treasure in this war 
without the surest kind of guarantee that World 
War III will not occur in another 25 years? 

This matter concerna Missourlans primarily, 
but the whole country as well. For the sake of 
a sound and workable peace plan, to save the 
next generation and the next from going to war, 
we cannot afford to gamble in choosing a 
Senator. 

Both Bennett Clark’s record and his campaign 
utterances are damning to his candidacy. They 
are arguments that call on Democrats to nom- 
inate Roy McKittrick, so that there will be one 
leas obstructionist, one less potential Jim Reed, 
in the next United States Senate,

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When Generals Surrender 


Although Hitler has seemingly strong-armed 
the German military clique into submission, it is 
clear he has not regained its allegiance. One 
enlightening indication of how matters stand is 
the great number of German Generals being cap- 
tured by the Russians. Moscow reports that the 
total has reached 26, in addition to 11 German 
Generals killed, since the Red Army took the 
offensive five weeks ago. 


Unless a General prefers to remain with his 


men in a last-ditch fight (not a common policy 
among German commanders), he has ample op- 
portunity to get away, as Rommel escaped from 
North Africa while thousands of his troops be- 
came prisoners. The wholesale bag of Generals 
on the Eastern front is a certain sign that many 
of Hitler’a high officera prefer to sit out the re- 
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mainder of the war in a prison camp rather than 
go on fighting for a cause they obviously con- 
sider hopeless, 

If that ig the state of morale among German 
commanders, how long will it take before the 
men in the ranks get similar ideas? 
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Little Pigs and Master Minds 


There is a certain type of incident in public 
affairs which is made to order for the enemies 
of everyone who had any connection with it. 
Of such an order was leaf-raking, which furnished 
political capital to the foes of WPA right up to 
the finish. Of the same order was the celebrated 
cause of the little pigs and their slaughter in the 
summer of 1933, 

Regardless of ita merita or demerits, the incle 
dent of the piglets possessed just those qualities 
of incongruity that could be used with damning 
effect against a man. And it could be used just 
as well by those who had favored the measure 
as by those who had condemned it even as a 
desperate device for keeping farmers from bank- 
ruptcy in a year when there was not enough corn 
to bring the pig crop to maturity. 

Whenever blame has been leveled for this pro- 
ceeding, it has been laid upon the shoulders of 
one man—Henry Wallace, then Secretary of Agri- 
culture. Mr. Wallace has been ridiculed, he has 
been represented as an apostle of scarcity, he has 
been attacked both fairly and unfairly—and 
mostly the latter—as the man who killed the 
little pigs. 

It is unusually interesting, therefore, to read 
Lowell Mellett’s report, 11 years afterward, that 
the program was devised at a conference of corn- 
hog farmers from 10 Midwestern states and ap- 
proved by the American Farm Bureau Federation, 
the National Grange, the National Farmers’ 
Union, the Corn Belt Meat Producerssand the 
Central Co-operative Exchange.

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Revision of Censorship Promised 


Senator Taft, author of the amendment which 
has resulted in barring from soldiers’ reading 


such excellent and non-partisan books ag “Yan- 


kee From Olympus” and Beard’'s “The Republic,” 
has seen the error of his ways. At a conference 
of publishers and Army officers in New York the 
other day, Mr. Taft confessed that “the provisions 
of the act are somewhat too strict and make en- 
forcement by the Army difficult.” While declar- 
ing that the Army's interpretation “appears too 
strict,” he promised to sponsor a new amendment 
to liberalize the law. 

Mr, Taft’s measure was designed to prevent 
expenditure of public funds for literature that 
might influence soldiers’ votes in an election for 
Federal office. Whether soldiers should be pro- 
tected from such literature, provided that both 
sides are fairly represented, is debatable, but cer- 
tainly there is no excuse for a law 80 sweeping 
that impartial histories and discussions of polit- 
ical philosophy become taboo, 

When Congress takes up Mr. Taft’s amendment, 
it would do well to reconsider .the whole issue of 
political censorship, If we at home can hear both 
sides of the quadrennial debate, then why can’t 
the bars for our service men be let down enough 
to let them read, say, campaign biographies of

Political rather than poetic art is expected of 
party conventions, This year, however, the two 
parties, vying strenuously with each other in 
brief momenta of some consequence, have 
achieved both. :

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Plea for development of the river under one agency is indorsed by 
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Missouri Valley 


Southern editor; agrees that it cannot be done under rival bureaus 
contending for their special interests; cites TVA, co-operative-mind- 
ed and fully responsible, as a formula tried and proved workable,

The St. Louis Post-Dispatch is leading a 
campaign for application of the TVA idea 
to the control and development of the Mis- 
sourl River and ita great valley. 

The tremendous achievementa of the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority, of course, have 
attracted the attention of people in the oth- 
er great river areas of this country—and 
doubtless of other countries. 

David Lilienthal, TVA chairman, in his 
recent book telling the remarkable story 
of what has been done in the Tennessee 
Valley, emphasized that this program af- 
fords an inspiration and an example for 
many other similar areas all over the world, 


Two Conflicting Programs 


The Missouri River Valley, embracing a 
vast territory stretching from the Central 
West far into the great Northwest, long 
has fought floods which have wrought great 
devastation. It long has dreamed of much 
further development of the potentialities of 
the river for traffic and trade and 
reclamation, 

Two programs for the valley are, as a 
matter of fact, now pending. One is that 
of the Army Engineers. The other is a bil- 
lion-dollar plan of the Federal Bureau of 
Reclamation, 

But the Post-Dispatch declares that the 
engineers are interested mainly in flood 
control and navigation, while the Reclama- 
tion Bureau is primarily interested dn its 
own particular type of development—dams, 
irrigation projects, reservoirs, power plants, 
etc.-rather than navigation. Consequently, 
the St. Louis paper holds that neither of 
these programs is adequate for the over-all 


in 
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development of the valley and its rich re 
sources, 

“The engineers cannot look upon the riv- 
er as a whole, and neither can the Bureau 
of Post-Dispatch, 
“Under legal separation of powers, these 
two governmental agencies are actually ri- 
vals, engaged in a struggle for bureaucratic 
power.” 


A Model to Study 


It has been the over-all character of the 
planning and working of the TVA that has 
so largely accounted for its success. Mr. 
Lilienthal steadfastly has emphasized that 
the success so far achieved has been due 
not simply to sound over-all planning, but 
to the active co-operation of the people of 
the valley—of many thousands of individ- 
ual citizens, of organizations, of whole 
communities. 

So great an undertaking as is now so far 
advanced in the Tennessee Valley could not 
possibly succeed without a high degree of 
co-ordination both in planning and in ac 
tion. 

“What better model can there be (for the 
Missouri Valley),” Senator Norris recently 
said, “than the TVA, which has demonstrat- 
ed to the whole world what magnificent re- 
sults can be attained when men work in 
harmony between themselves and with na- 
ture—not against her?” 

The Post-Dispatch, with characteristic 
courage, is approaching the problem in the 
right way. It has no time to lose in fight- 
ing for a great, over-all plan, because the 
urgent need of action in that valley is mak- 
ing for swift, far-reaching decisions.

Strangely contradictory is the situation 
which now exists in Missouri's politics just 
before the primary, 

Never in many years have there been so 
many State contests in which the results 
are in doubt. Several major races are un- 
certain because neither the political ob- 
servers nor the candidates themselves can 
truly assay public interest—what there is 
of it. 


There may be several near-photo finishes 
and, on the other hand, these races may 
turn out easy victories for certain candi- 
dates. The trouble is that, for several 
reasons, it is virtually impossible to take 
the pulse of this year’s primary. 


This is due, largely, to what candidates 
unanimously describe as a shell of apathy 
which they have not been able to crack. 
True, in recent days interest has been stim- 
ulated somewhat. But most of the aroused 
interest has been among those who always 
have been interested in a good political bat- 
tle. The rank and file still stays at home 
when a major candidate comes to town, 

The best explanation which candidates of 


both major parties can give—and all con- 
cede the apathy is non-partisan—is the 
war, 

Almost any candidate will explain that 
the people were far more interésted last 
week in the revolt in-Germany in which 
Hitler narrowly escaped death and in the 
downfall of Tojo’s Cabinet, than in any 
political gathering. Even the rural ice 
cream suppers do not pile them in, and 
when a crowd gathers for one of these af- 
fairs, they discuss the war more than pol- 
itics. 


Will they go to the polls? The candidates 
wish they knew, 


Seriously, they should. A great deal has 
been said about this year’s election stand- 
ing out as a powerful demonstration that 
our democratic government and American 
way of life still are untrammeled as is 
manifested in this exercise of our full suf- 
frage. 

Yet if the people neglect it, are they not 
weakening the very rights for which we 
are fighting? Now is the time they should 
hold most dear these privileges. 


Tasks of the Next Peacemakers 
Set Forth in Stimulating Book

“Durable Peace: A Study in Amertean National 
Polley,”" by Ross 2. SB. Hoffman. (Oxford Univer- 
sity Press.) 


Prime Minister Churchill said several 
weeks ago that “summer may bring full 
success to the cause of freedom.” Timely, 
then, and of deep interest to all, ia thie ea- 
say into the difficult and important ques- 
tion, What makes & durable peace? 

There is no disputing the fact that a 
prudent and just peace must follow victory, 
or the Herculean efforts of the majority of 
the world’s peoples will have been in vain. 
Mr. Hoffman, a professor of European his- 
tory at Fordham University, and the au- 
thor of several books on international af- 


fairs, appraises the problem with intelli- 


gence and perspective, 

Mr. Hoffman is not a “sloganist.” He con- 
demns both the isolationists and the inter- 
nationalists. He accuses them of failing 
to understand the needs of American for- 
eign policy. Idealism has no rightful part 
in our foreign policy, he says, unless it is 
thoroughly tempered with the most clear- 
headed realism; certainly both’ all-out iso- 
lationiam and all-out internationalism are 
idealistic concepts in the world today, 


The statesmen who make the peace must 
know the trends of the political and eco- 
nomic world. They must understand, the 
author contends, the historical background 
of this war, and they must be familiar with 
past wars, and their settlement. The bulk 
of several chapters is devoted to an an- 
alysis of the peace that followed the Napo- 
leonic wars and the First World War. 

The objectives that should govern our 
policy are threefold, Hoffman says. First, 
we must organize the peace of the Atlantic 
community—that great concept of a group 
of nations linked by customs and national 
descent, described by Walter Lippmann as 
“the inland sea of a community of na- 
tions.” | 

Second, we must make safe the world’s 
great artery—-the belt of trade and com- 
merce around the girth of the globe, which 
Japan and Germany so nearly severed in 
1941, and thus almost won the war. Third, 
we must retain the co-operation of Russia 
—a nation that must never again be given 
cause to withdraw within herself, as she 
did between the world wars. : 

This is a small volume, only 116 pages, 
but it contains much food for thought, and 
it ia not so acholarly as to be indigestible, 
Of the acorea of books being written now~- 
adays on the coming peace, one hopes that 
this essay receives the attention it deserves.

East as Allied Pres- 
sure Increases in 
Normandy.

WABHINGTON, July 29. 

DOLF HITLER'S death 
A seruzste is a more horrible 

spectacle and far more costly 
in human lives than the relatively 
graceful exit of Kaiser Wilhelm in 
1918. Because of his nature, his 
hold on the German people will 
not relax completely until he has 
murdered the last of those who 
would surrender now rather than 


many. 

The Allied high command, 
already set for the knockout, has 
no alternative but to deliver the 
blows that will crush Nazism be- 
yond recovery. . Hitler’s plans for 
a last ditch fight inside the Reich, 
perfected during the past week, 
are becoming daily more obvious. 
He has ordered his armies facing 
Russia to evacuate their planned 
defense of Central Poland and to 
withdraw far enough to reform on 
a much shorter line running from 
East ‘Prussia to the Carpathians 
on the south. This withdrawal is 
being carried out at the moment, 
in orderly fashion, 
near Warsaw but in some confu- 
sion and obvious signs of despera- 
tion in Lithuania and Latvia. 


Fight-to-End Strategy. 

Russia’s spectacular advance 
during the latter part of this week 
can be attributed, at least in part 
toa German withdrawal. This in 
no way belittles the magnificent 
fighting, the generalship, the co- 
ordination of all forces that have 
marked the whole Russian cam- 
paign since June 23. It does, how- 
ever, plainly foretell German strat- 
egy and the determination of 
Hitler with his gang, to fight on 
until 
within the Reich or until civil war 
in Germany has reached the point 
where movement of armies is no 
longer possible. 

More than ever, the swift de- 
velopments in Normandy will be- 
come the decisive factor. The 
offensive which started Wednes- 
day night and carried Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower's forces through 
the German defenses southwest of 
St. Lo, has proved to be the most 
effective since the investment of 
Cherbourg. 
was made possible by the brave, 
stubbornly fought battles of the 
British and Canadians near Caen. 
By their drive which was accom- 
panied by heavy losses, the British 
pinned down several German divi- 
sions which otherwise might have 
been moved into the American 
sector farther west. This perfect 
piece of co-ordination between the 
British and Americans has put to 
flight a sizable part of Hitler's 
forces in Normandy. 


Supply Ports Needed. 

Sustaining a drive such as the 
American forces have carried out 
requires enormous supplies, Thus 
far, the full use of Cherbourg's 
port facilities has been denied the 
Allies because the demolition by 
the Germans was so complete and 
terrible. Secretary of War Stim- 
son revealed on his return from 
the Normandy front that we have 
not yet been able to utilize Cher- 
bourg as we had planned. We are 
still landing men, supplied and 
ammunition on the original beach- 
heads. But once our great ships 
are able to move rapidly and 
freely into Cherbourg or are 
granted the use of other ports 
such as St. Nazaire and Brest, the 
crushing of German resistance 
will be assured. 

The plight of the enemy di- 
visions caught in the Coutances 
area assumes a greater impor- 
tance than almost any other part 
of the military picture. If they 
are surrounded and forced to sur- 
render, the other divisions facing 
the British and Americans will 
suffer a blow to their morale that

HE St. Louis meeting of the 26 Republican Governors Wednes- 
day and Thursday, besides being good showmanship to draw

Thomas E. Dewey of New York expects to make 
a presidential campaign of co-operative organization as contrasted 
with Wendell Willkie’s unsuccessful personal crusade in 1940 against 


the Roosevelt and New Deal and

St. Louis gathering is to find a 
e Federal, state and local govern- 


ments. Actually, it will be an organizational pep meeting to deter- 
mine how far the states’ rights issue should be used in the Repub- 


lican campaign; to discuss Repub 


lican prospects in each state and 


to inspire the Governors and their assistants to go back home and 
fight to the last voter for the G. O. P. national team. 


With Dewey, the sponsor of the 
meeting, will be his running mate, 
Gov. John W. Bricker of Ohio; the 
new National Chairman,* Herbert 
Brownell Jr., and the new Repub- 
lican publicity director, whoever 
he turns out to be. 

Seeing Delegations. 

Since his nomination at Chicago, 
Dewey has been working on cam- 
paign plans and seeing delega- 
tions from the eastern and New 
England states, all of which have 
given statements at Albany that 
they are behind him a hundred 
per cent. At Chicago he stayed 
long enough to talk with each Na- 
tional Committeeman, Committee- 
woman and State Chairman and 
Vice-Chairman who remained after 
the convention and he addressed 
the new National Committee. At 
St. Louis he will have the oppor- 
tunity to talk with each Governor 
and whatever is announced as the 
decision of the St. Louis sessions, 
it will have the approval of Dewey 
and a great majority, if not all, of 
the other Governors. 

Under Dewey’s direction, the 
state leaders can properly feel that 
their judgment is being sought and 
that in the event of victory, they 
will be remembered. 

As a regular organization man, 
' Dewey will not make Willkie’s er- 
ror of concluding his important 
speeches with a plea: “Help me, 
help me, in this great crusade.” 
The New York Governor is work- 
ing for party success. If he is 
defeated, he nevertheless, will have 
laid the groundwork for 1948, 

Willkie, in 1940—and again In 
the 1944 pre-convention campaign 
——made about every possible polit- 
ical mistake. After he had cre- 
ated dissension in the party by 
his defeat of Dewey and Senator 
Robert A. Taft of Ohio, he hur- 
riedly left Philadelphia on Roy 
Howard's yacht instead of confer- 
ring with party leaders. He had 
personally aelected Senator Charles 
lL. McNary of Oregon as hia vice- 
presidential candidate and Repre- 
sentative Joseph W. Martin Jr. 
of Massachusetts as his national 
chairman, and for more than a 
month he left the party organiza- 
tion in their hands while he rest- 
ed at sea or at Colorado Springs. 

Snubbed Party Workers. 

When he finally got down to ac- 
tual campaign details, he snubbed 
prominent party workers, appar- 
ently thinking they had no place 
else to go, and he allowed in- 
dependent Willkie - for -President 
clubs to raise and spend their own 
funds and conduct their own cam- 
paigns. The regular Republican 
leaders had little idea what these 
independent clubs were doing, but 
they did complain that some of 
the campaign funds that would 


‘

All of this happened, although 
Willkie, an outsider, was starting 
from scratch, was unknown to 
some party ledders and distrusted 
by others. Willkie could not im- 
part his crusading enthusiasm to 
the party workers. He paid the 
penalty for his lack of party or- 
ganization in 1940 and again when 
he sought delegates in 1944. 

Dewey, by calling the St. Louis 
meeting of governors, is playing 
orthodox organization politics. 
Some of his detractors have ar- 
gued that he will antagonize the 
Republican National Committee 
and the state chairmen by talking 
to the governors, but on the whole, 
this is unrealistic. It is hard to 
see how National Committeeman 
Barak T. Mattingly of Missouri 
could complain because Gov. For- 
rest Donnell is attending the gov- 
ernors’ meeting. Mattingly and 
the other purely political leaders. 
have had their chance to talk 
with the nominee and will have 
other talks. Trained as he is in 
hardboiled New York politics, 
Dewey can be relied upon to over- 
look no party worker ‘who can 
deliver votes in November. 

Political Showmanship. 

On his way to St. Louis, Dewey 
will indulge in other political 
showmanship, all perfectly legiti- 
mate and perhaps effective. He 
will stop off Monday at Pitts- 
burgh—not Philadelphia, where 
the Pews live—to discuss recon- 
version questions with industrial 
leaders; on Tuesday he will make 
the customary Republican pil- 
grimage to the Abraham Lincoln 
shrine at Springfield, Ill. No Re- 
publican presidential campaign 
can be regarded as official until 
these honors have been paid. 

The “states’ rights” issue was a 
natural for the Republican gover- 
nors. In fact, the Democratic 
governors had a lot to say about 
it at the annual meeting of all 
the governors this year at Her- 
shey, Pa. 

The agenda outlined by Dewey 
at Albany this week for the St. 
Louis meeting is imposing. Sev- 
eral of the 15 items, however, are 
political dynamite, notably public 
works, public health, regulation of 
insurance, and agricultural aids, 
It is significant that Federal aid 
to education was not listed as a 
topic for discussion. 

Dewey has been long recognized 
as an able lawyer who carefully 
prepared his cases down to the 
last detail before going into court.

Gradual Demobilization. 


It is entirely possibie, of course, 
that military conditions will slow 
down demobilization, lessening the 
necessity for arbitrary controls. 
The Brookings Institution, in a re- 
port by Karl T. Schlotterbeck on 
“Postwar Re-employment,” con- 
cluded that “demobilization will be 
gradual rather than precipitate in 
character,” and went on: 


“It will extend over a period 
of two to three years—depending 
upon the time required to liqul- 
date the Japs after the Nazis are 
defeated. Indlustrial reconversion 
and re-employment are even now 
under way, and the process will 
be rapidly accelerated after the)

City Blasted in Boston. 


NE of the most childish and 

uninformed bleats of the 

anti-Browns campaign came 
recently from a Boston writer. 
His sour grapes, in part, are pre- 
sented herewith: 

“The Browns have never won 
a pennant, yet there is a pretty 
general prejudice among players, 
managers, officials and writers 
against the Browns in the cur- 
rent American League race.

HAY-FEVER SUFFERERS URGED 
TO GET PRE-SEASONAL ‘SHOTS’ 


Hay-fever “annuals” were re- 
minded by Dr. Melvin Tess, medi-

HE heroine of “The Trail of 

the Lonesome Pine,” the old- 

time melodrama being shown 
at the foot of Locust street on 
the “Golden Rod,” last of the big- 
river floating theaters (you have 
the word of the owner, Captain 
J. W. Menke, for it), was giving 
forth with a handwringing and 
heartrending speech at the hero. 

“You’re not ashamed of yore 
little Mounting (mountain) Flower 
just because yore a city man and 
I hain’t never been to school, be 
you?” 

The audience, as hilariously im- 
partial as though they were a 
bunch of out-of-town baseball 
fane at the champlonship series 
between two teams in a league 
they didn't know, yelled, “Say no, 


you dog, say you're not ashamed - 


of her.’ ¢ 

The hero. allowed he was not 
ashamed, “Some day,” he said 
softly, “it is my intention to 
Marry you.” 

The audience (which had paid 
60 cents a head to indulge in an 
orgy of virtue), yelled “we like 
that.” The hero and the heroine, 
who’d made their declarations 
from opposite ends of the stage, 
began to move center stage for a 
junction of forces. As they moved, 
their eyes blinked amorous 
messages at each other like neon 
signs going off and on. On the 
atage between them a “Pine Tree," 
an ancient bit of acenery aa well 
as a reminder of the title of the 
play, hung from the unseen part 
of the stage ceiling to the floor 
like a python in a state of mottled 
rigor mortis, 

Then, from behind the hero, the 
girl's “Pappy” appeared. Not sure 
of the hero’s intentions, Pappy 
was stalking him with a single- 
action rifle. Not that Pappy wasn’t 
an honest man, but homicide in 
defense of your daughter’s honor 
is a code of the hills. But just as 
he was about to shoot, a shot 
rang out from offstage. Down 
went Pappy. The Mounting Flow- 
er, howling out a stream of mid- 
Victorian words of grief, began to 
run toward him, At this point a 
train began to pass down the 
elevated tracks on the levee out- 
side where the showboat’s moored 
(or stranded), You know what a 
train sounds like. You couldn’t

B members of the cast told me 
afterwards), the Mounting Flower 
fat down on a atool on the stage 
and watched her feet do a, little 
time-killing jig. The hero, giving 
some girls in the audience a rosy- 
cheeked smile full of professional 
sophistication, sat down, too. 
Pappy raised himself on one of 
his “dying” elbows, and said, in a 
stentorian voice above the train’s 
roar, “Got to wait 'til the choo- 
choo goes by, folks.” 

After the train had passed, the 
play resumed its course. It took 
a long time to kill Pappy off to 
where it counted for keeps. The 
audience, which went out into the 
“foyer” in between acts to smoke 
and to buy soft drinks out of an 
automatic mad¢hine, didn’t seem 
to mind the lack of realism in 
the proceedings. The fact that 
the Mounting Flower was played 
by a woman who is well along, 
shall. we say, in maturity, only 
added to the hilarity, a hilarity 
in which the “Flower” often joined 
herself. Nor did it trouble them 
that the girl who played the 
“heavy” was a luscious redhead 
who, in more conventional drama, 
would undoubtedly be playing the 
ingenue.

N the impending issue of “The

Despite Disasters

NEW YORK, July 29. 
éé HE circus is the most courageous business in the world. 
T It has gone through more hell and high water than any 
other, and it makes less money per dollar of invest- 
ment.”-—-That was Earl Chapin May, well-known circus histo- 
rian, author of “The Circus From Rome to Ringling,” talking. 
He was speaking while the tragedy of fire that befell 
Ringling Brothers-Barnum and Bailey at Hartford, Conn., still 
was fresh in his mind, while the big show’s future still was in 
doubt (the circus now is in winter quarters, regrouping and re- 
equipping for resumption of its summer tour.) But May had 
no doubt-—and all circus lovers shared his faith—that the circus 
tradition is too deeply embedded in the heart of America to 
be uprooted. The circus, as an institution, has known trouble 
and tragedy often since its colonial beginnings. There have 
been train wrecks, fires, “blow downs,” tragic deaths of per- 
formers, financial and labor trouble.

other British s-ntries and patrols 
of their approach, The group that 
had gone to the city found the 
house aswarm, British Royal En- 
gineers had commandeered one 
of the floors. Fifty of their coolies 
were digging entrenchments 
around the building. Lt. Law- 
rence, the tall blond British offi- 
cer in charge wanted the whole 
building but Father Meyer talked 
him out of it. The officer had 
arranged to shelter the Maryknoll 
men in another house in Stanley 
Village, but Father Meyer ex- 
plained he had no way to move all 
the Maryknoll stores and equip- 
ment. 

From their windows on the hill 
the Maryknol] staff saw Japanese 
bombs hit ‘all around them. Some- 
times Zeros pivoted around the 
roof, flying low, so that a pro- 
jecting wing seemed to all but 
come through the house. From 
Stanley Fort the heavy Britis’ 
cannon boomed almost constantly. 
They were firing at enemy craft 
off Kowloon, across the bay. 
When the British called for vol- 
unteers to dig more shelters, the 
priests pitched in. They worked 
beside a chain gang from Stanley 
Prison. Word came at this time, 
that the Japanese had taken 
Kowloon, 

The invading Japanese’ crept 
closer to Maryknoll House each 
passing day. Through intermedi- 
aries they had bought certain oid 
warehouses in Kowloon and in- 
side the warehouses they had set 
up heavy concrete gun emplace- 
ments. When they were ready to 
take Hong Kong they hacked 
away the fronts of these buildings 
and British observers were 
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"GOOD MORNING, REVEREND. WHY WEREN'T YOU AT

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startled to see heavy artillery. 


revealed, snugly bedded down in 
the concrete gun positions, These 
cannon put the fort under heavy 
bombardment, 

In the second week of the siege, 
the Japanese sent over night land- 
ing parties. British mortars and 
machine guns tore these parties 
to shreds. In the city of Hong 
Kong, Japanege fifth-columnists 
were at work. Word drifted back 
to Maryknoll House that British 
troop trucks and supply vans were 
blown up by grenades dropped 
from rooftops at night as they 
moved from one harassed position 
to another. Later, when the Jap- 
anese landed, co-operators rolled 
trucks to the beach to pick up in- 
vading battalions, 

Father Meyer piled furniture 
and loaded book cases against the 
windows and doors for added pro- 
tection against rifle and machine 
gun fire as the Japanese moved 
steadily inland from their beach- 
heads. Maryknoll House eventual- 
ly stood directly in the line of fire 
between the British Fort and the 
hilla occupied by the invaders, 


Shella acreamed over the roof in 
both directions, 
. On the morning of Dec, 23, the 
Japanese occupied rising ground 
within sight of Maryknoll House, 
They sprayed a knot of coolies on 
the lawn with machine gun fire. 
The priests rushed out, dragged 
the wounded indoors and applied 
first aid. The coolies’ cries and 
moans as antiseptic touched their 
hurts, filtered through rooms and 
corridors. There was little, or no 
sleep in the house that night. Gun- 
fire was deafening. 

That night, as Father McKeirn- 
an whimsically recalls it, was like 
“Night on Bald Mountain” in the 
Disney fantasy. The Heavens split 
with thunderous artillery flashes. 
Guns of every size and caliber 
made hideous din. Death screamed 
from all sides and from the sky. 
The tracers seamed night's black- 
ness in a variety of luminous 
threads. Flares soared over Stan- 
ley Fort and their ghastly light 
shed spectral glow over great 
areas of rock and hillside,

N Christmas morning, the mis- 
0 sioners stirred from their mat- 

tresses, tidied the corridors 
and celebrated mass. At 7 o'clock, 
while some of the men wert still 
at devotion, gun butts shattered 
what remained of the glass panels 
in the doors and a Japanese 
chorus shouted angry demands 
for entry. Father Meyer dragged 
bags of rice and prunes from the 
barricades. As the door swung 
back four little men with green 
branches fixed in the netting on 
their helmets, jabbed bayonets 
against his cassock and showed 
their teeth. 

“Kill,” they snarled. “We kill.” 
Father Meyer didn’t back up, as 
they apparently intended he 
should. He explained that this 
was a house for missioners, for 
men af the church. They dis- 
cussed this among themselves for 
a moment, thrust Father Meyer 
aside and entered. Some 40 to 50 
piled into the house with bayonets 
at the rehdy, the green leaves on 
their helmets quaking grotesquely 
as they movVed. Each time they 
encountered another missioner 
they lunged at him, but in each 
case withheld the death thrust. 
They accompanied these lunges 
with fierce grunts. 

The Japanese herded the mis- 
sioners into the big front room 
and commanded them to sit on the 
tiled floor. Guards were set over 
the prisoners, dark-faced little 
men who seemed to enjoy hissing 
at the captives. Some of the 
soldiers came down the stairs and 
from the kitchen, their arms filled 
with canned goods. They jabbed 
holes in the cans with their bay- 
onets and sampled their loot, 
What they liked they gulped in 
great quantities. They puzzled 
tomato juice and didn’t seem to 
mind when it flowed too fast and 
coursed down their chins and 
tunica, : 

Some of the missioners nearest 
the canned goods spilled on the 
tile, picked up a few cherries, 
peaches and tuna fish, some of it 
covered with cigarette ashes, Fa- 
ther Leonard Madison of Syracuse, 
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A JAPANESE GUARD BACKED 
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N. Y., one of the new men, edged 
toward the store room and got his 
hand into a cookie jar. A Japa- 
nese guard caught him at it, 
backed away and kicked him sav- 
agely. This was the Christmas 
dinner. In the same moment, Fa- 
ther Murphy, a Canadian. mission- 
er from Chekiang in Hong Kong 
for medical treatment, bent over 
to help a wounded British soldier, 
The motion disclosed khaki trous- 
ers under the cassock, 
x * 

ELL broke loose. A Japanese 
H sciaier tore at the cassock, 

ripped it and screamed to at- 
tract his fellows’ attention. What 
he wag saying, it turned out, was 
that all the priests were British 
soldiers disguised as missioners. 
Glaring Japanese plunged among 
the Maryknoll men. Their invec- 
tive touched a new, shrill high. 
They forced the missioners to 
kneel and bound them with rope in 
little knots of four and five, each 
with his wrists behind his back. 
Lt. Lawrence had been tied so 
that his least movement tightened 
A noose around his neck. One end 
of the noose rope waa tied to his 
wrists, His face got red, then 
purple, The Japanese seemed to 
enjoy this. Father Meyer, lips 
pursed, strode across the room and 
undid the noose, Several soldiers 
leaped for him, but an officer 
sharply called them off. 

The missioners were on the tile 
from 8 o'clock in the morning 
until almost 4 o’clock that Christ- 
mas Day. Just before 5 o'clock 
the British officers and soldiers 
in the house were prodded to their 
feet and were led outdoors, At 5 
Pp. m., a Japanese officer com- 
manded the missioners to rise, 
which they managed with diffi- 
cutly. They were led down the 
driveway and down the hill along 
an unused road, A silver plane 
swooped toward them, The Japa- 
nese scurried for the ditches and 
the priests stumbled out of the 
road with them, 

A little distance farther on, the 
road passed between high embank- 
ments. The missioners * were 
shoved down to sitting positions 
under one bank, Over their heads 
machine gun bullets whined and 
British shells whistled, screamed, 
and burst among creeping in- 
vaders. A Japanese officer called 
a sharp command to his men and 
the British prisoners, Lt. Lawr- 
ence, four of his Royal Engineers 
and two Canadian soldiers, were 
hauled to their feet. They were 
marched around a bend in the 
road. A few minutes later cries of 
extreme agony made the mis- 
sioners squirm. The Japanese were 
putting the bound soldiers to the 
bayonet. 
The chattering attackers, 
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aflame with battle lust, ap- 
proached the missioners, wiping 
the blood from their bayonets as 
they walked. Brother Thaddeus of 
Oberlin, O., of the Maryknoll Hong 
Kong staff understood Japanese. 
He murmured, “They’re arguing 
about us. They’re saying we're sol- 
diers in disguise. They're for doing 
us in.” The missioners heard this 
in silence. They were resigned to 
death. They had seen with their 
own eyes the ruthlessness that 
battle can bring and they had no 
hope for themselves. 

To the missioners’ astonishment, 
the column did not turn down the 
narrow gulch where the Britons 
had died. The Japanese guide 
tramped past it in the descending 
twilight. The file tramped to the 
foot of the hill, to a garage be- 
hind a Chinese house, stil] within 
sight of their home quarters. A 
Japanese soldier opened the ga- 
rage door and the priests were 
shoved over the threshold. In 
semi-darkness they stumbled over 
old flower-pots and heaps of dirty 
rags, and barked their shins 
against sharp metal projections 
standing knee high in the gloom. 
These were the metal ends of 
damaged cots, they learned later. 
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N command, the missioners— 
(0) there were 35, including Bishop 

O’Gara of the  Passionists 
and other non-Maryknollers—were 
disposed on the damp garage floor. 
Baby chicks peeped hysterically 
between their feet. 

Around seven o’clock that night, 
the area suddenly grew quiet. Bar- 
rage fire died away and only 
sporadic bursts of small guns 
cracked and jabbered. The men 
in the garage didn’t know it then, 
but the fort had surrendered. The 
next day an officer ordered the 
guards to cut the bonds that were 
cutting through the missioners’ 
wrists, 

Several missioners, at Father 
Meyer’s behest, were permitted to 
go back to Stanley House under 
guard to fetch back several cans 
of tomato juice, coffee and bis- 
cult. They got kohlrabi from the 
Maryknoll truck garden and a 
load of clothing. In the mean- 
time, Father Meyer rigged a 
makeshift fireplace outside the 
garage and cooked the hardtack 
and kohlrabi in tomato juice, An 
oil tin, scrubbed with sand, was 
the cooking pot. The condensed 
milk tins served for crockery. The 
hot meal worked wonders. Spirits 
lifted and the garage was policed. 

With the island completely in 
their hands, most of the Japanese 
gradually relaxed. Some came in- 
to the garage to try their im- 
perfect English on the missioners. 
They were vainglorious and 4as- 
sured the missioners that Japan 
would rule not only the Pacific, 
but the whole world, Through 
Major Kerr, a British officer who 
had been pressed into service by 
the Japanese as an interpreter, 
and a highranking Japanese of- 
ficer, more missioners were sent 
back to Maryknoll House to bring 
down cases of canned foods, The 
major arranged to have the Mary- 
knollerg shifted from the cement 
garage floor to the wooden floor 
upstairs, 

x * 

HE missioners were sitting on 
T the floor in their new quarters 
playing word games—"ghost,” 
came that 
they were to be allowed to return 
to Maryknoll House. They got to 
their feet, formed at the door and 
were marched up the hill to the 
lawn. Here they were kept stand- 
ing or sitting on the grass until 
dark. Japanese soldiers still oc- 
cupied the house when the mis- 
sioners were admitted. The lower 
floor was a wreck. The missioners 
aired it, swept and scrubbed the 
tiles, threw out debris and other 
accumulations. The Japanese kept 
the upper floors, The missioners 
slept that night on the tiles down- 
stairs between their altars, There 

were no blankets. 

Next day, after the Japanese 
quit the upper floors, the mission- 
ers rushed upstairs to see what 
they had left. The sight was dis- 
heartening. Garments, papers, 
books, food tins, bottles, religious 
articles were almost knee deep in 
some places. Door panels had 
been splintered, beds were miss- 
ing, drawers had been pulled out 
and they and their contents scat- 
tered. Father Meyer supervised 
another cleanup. The men labored 
all day and into the night, restor- 
ing order as best they could,

OT weather brings a renewal 
H of the popularity of cold soups 

~—soups that are a_ definite 
challenge to the flagging. appetite, 
and also a boon to the cook, for 
they may be prepared in the com- 
parative cool of the early morning, 
and served forth in all their glory 
come dinner time, 

Outstanding in this field, of 
course, is the renowned “Vichys- 
soise.” This darling of ultra- 
smart restaurants is really very 
simple to make at home, and while 
present regulations prohibit the 
use of very heavy cream, to my 
mind the soup is even better for 
being less rich. 

To make Vichyssoise for six 
people, mince the white part of 
four large leeka (if leeks are un- 
obtainable, three medium mild 
onions will do), and saute them 
in two tablespoons butter until 
soft. Take four medium potatoes, 
peel and slice them very fine. Add 
four cups chicken stock or con- 
somme to the potatoes, add them 
to the onions or leeks. Simmer 
all together, covered, until the 
vegetables are tender. Mash them 
through a fine sieve, and add to 
them one or two cups cream. 
Check for seasoning, adding salt 
and pepper to taste. Pour into 
cups to chill thoroughly—this soup 
should be very cold, and just be- 
fore serving top each portion with 
chopped chives or watercress.

ICED CLAM and Tomato Broth 
{fs another good midsummer cooler. 
It is made like this: 

Blend one cup clam juice with 
one cup tomato juice, and cook 
slowly for ten minutes in a sauce- 
pan. Season well with salt and 
pepper, a few drops of tobasco, 
and a teaspoon or more of lemon 
juice. Now, pack in ice in the 
refrigerator to become very cold, 
leaving for several hours. Serve 
with minced cucumber sprinkled 
on top, or finely minced celery 
leaves may be used if you prefer. 
Or use a dash of celery salt.

A FAVORITE cold soup, which 
fs rather exotic, and definitely 
unusual, is served by a prominent 
Washington hostess, and has be- 
come a real “specialite de la mai- 
son.” She calis it “Cold Spanish 
Soup.” 

Mash the contents of one can 
tomatoes, using the juice also. 
Add to this one can of water, a 
cucumber, cut and mashed, and 
one onion chopped fine. Now 
blend in one cup French dressing, 
made with an extra dash of wine 
vinegar and very little oil, and 
last, stir in one bunch fresh mint, 
just the leaves, finely shredded. 
Chill thoroughly. 

Just before serving in flat soup 
plates, add one or two ice cubes 
to each portion, stirring them for 
a few seconds so that the mix- 
ture becomes slightly thickened 
and cloudy in appearance. Let the 
ice cubes remain in the plates 
when served.

ANOTHER COLD TOMATO 
soup, which is much thicker in 
consistency than most chilled 
soups, but is delightful in texture 
and flavor is this one: 

Blend over a low flame, in a 
Saucepan, one can tomato juice, 
one tablespoon butter, one-half 
teaspoon cornstarch, salt and pep- 
per to taste. Mix well, and let 
simmer gently for about ten min- 
utes. Remove from heat and al- 
low to cool. Add one tablespoon 
minced celery heart, and one-half 
teaspoon finely minced onion, or 
chives, if you have them. Pour 
into bouillon cups and let stand 
for several hours in the refrigera- 
tor, to become icy cold. Serve with 
finely minced parsley and chopped 
cucumber on top.

MANY OF YOUR sfavorite 
canned soups are as good old as 
they are hot. Black bean soup is 
delicious when chilled, with a dash 
of sherry and a thin slice of lemon 
added to each cup. Cream of 
asparagus, with a bit of curry 
powder, may be served ice cold 
with great success. A tablespoon 
of dry red wine added to canned 
oxtail soup, well chilled, is as re- 
freshing as it is unusual. The 
main thing to remember with cold 
summer soups is that they must be 
just as cold as your winter soups 
are hot, if you know what I 
mean! Lukewarm temperature 
has no place in either case, and 
the clever cook understands this. 

x * 
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DISH OF THE DAY: From 
“South of the Border” comes this 
delightful concoction of eggs and 
corn—especially good just now 
when Victory gardens are yielding 
tender ears of sweet corn for our 
delectation. However, if fresh 
corn happens to be unavailable in 
your case, canned corn will do 
very well indeed. Heat one-half 
cup cooking oil with one-half cup 
butter substitute, and fry one on- 
jon, chopped, to a golden brown. 
Add two tomatoes, peeled and 
sliced, and c«‘tir constantly over a 
slow fire for 10 minutes. Now add 
two cups cooked or canned corn 
(if canned is used, be sure it is 
the whole kernel! type, and is well 
drained), together with one-half 
cup rich milk, seasoned with a bit 
of butter, salt, pepper and nut- 
meg to taste. Mix all these in- 
gredients thoroughly, over slow 
heat, stirring until smooth and 
creamy. 

Poach four eggs. Turn corn 
mixture into platter, set eggs on 
top, and serve at once, while very 
hot, garnished with toast points 
and, in these truffleless days, thin 
slices of ripe olive. 

With this dish, a chilled soup, 
perhaps clear green turtle, would 
be a good starter, and a mixed 
green salad of lettuce and raw 
spinach leaves, dressed with 
French dressing with a bit more 
than the usual amount of mus- 
tard, would act as the perfect 
partner for the corn and eggs. 
For dessert, a juicy slice of 
chilled watermelon, followed by 
small cups of black coffee.

Economical Menus for 


OUNTRY folks call this dish 
“fried cabbage.” More strictly 
speaking, it is braised, because 
it is firgt delicately browned in 
fat, then a small amount of water 
is added, the skillet is tightly cov- 
ered and the cabbage is cooked 
in moist heat until tender. The 
result is delicious cabbage with 
good color with no more time re- 
quired for cooking than it takes 
for boiled cabbage, 

Best of all, no cooking water is 
discarded to waste precious vita- 
mins and minerals. With dry 
weather prevailing in many parts 
of the country at this time of the 
year, cabbage often becomes tough. 
If this is the case, a longer period 
of cooking will be required to 
make the vegetable tender. 

Braised Cabbage. 

Two large onions, sliced; one- 
half head of two-pound cabbage, 
cut in sixths; one-fourth cup 
shortening or drippings, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one-half teaspoon 
sugar, two tablespoons water, one- 
third cup dry bread crumbs, two 
tablespoons melted butter. 

Lightly brown onion slices in 
shortening.

Mississippi, Ohio and ‘Illinois Waterways Are 
Carrying Millions of Tons of Essential Freight 
As Their Contribution to Allied Victory 


IVERS of the Mississippi waterways system have again taken their place 
as vital transportation arteries of the nation, aiding on a tremendous 
scale the task of distributing war supplies. Packet boat traffic of the 
past century, which reached its zenith about 1896, then faded under 


competition of railroads, was a mere fraction of present river commerce, 
despite the more numerous boats crowding the streams. Then the packets 
Today’s methods are 


alone carried cargoes of freight and passengers. 
less romantic, far more efficient. Immense, heavily laden barges in strings 


of 14 or more, totaling as much freight as 14 trainloads, are pushed up and 
down the Mississippi, Ohio, Illinois rivers by powerful towboats. Most 
of the shipping consists of vital war supplies, including grain, ore, crude 
oil and gasoline, coal, numerous raw materials. It moves along the Ohio 
to and from the Eastern industrial centers; on the Mississippi between 
Minneapolis-St. Paul and New Orleans, where it joins the Gulf Laennaiial 
Waterway; it connects the Great Lakes and rail terminal at Chicago with 
the East, Midwest, South, by way of the Chicago Drainage Canal and Illinois 
River. Each ton carried relieves the railroads of that much burden. Gross 


traffic on the Mississippi Waterway System in 1942 was 125,208,371 short 
tons, a gain of 29 per cent over 1940. Figures for 1943 have been withheld 


for military reasons, as are figures for 1944, but the tonnage has grown 
substantially. In 1896, only 38 million tons were hauled.

TRUMAN OF MISSOURI

an unusually able record as United States Senator, 
although he was boosted into that office by a political 
machine. His rise to national prominence began back 
in 1934, when he was a Jackson County Judge who 
two years before had lacked strength to make a fight 
for Democratic nomination for Governor. Tom Pender- 
gast’s Kansas City machine then hit on him as its 
candidate for Democratic nomination to the United 
States Senate. The machine put him over. His 
first Senate term was unimpressive, aside from his 
seeming contrasts: Loyalty to the men who put him 
in the Senate, yet support of progressive legislation 
and zealous interest in affairs relating to public wel- 
fare. He opposed—in vain—reappointment of Federal 
District Attorney Maurice Milligan of Kansas City, 
who sent Tom Pendergast to prison for income tax 
evasion. Although his loyalty cost him senatorial 
“ra he declared that “Pendergast has been a

riend when I needed it. I am not one to desert a ship 
when it starts to go down.” 

He regained prestige by support of New Deal 
measures; attacks on some rail reorganization proce- 
dures; by his work on the Senate Committee on Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce; as head of the commit- 
tee that wrote the Civil Aeronautics Act of 1937. Then, 
shortly after re-election in 1940, he demanded an in- 
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vestigation of waste in defense contracts. The Senate 
acceded, made him chairman of the Special Commit- 
tee to Investigate the National Defense program. His 
colleagues seemed to consider it just another commit- 
tee; Truman did not. Since March, 1941, its activities 
have saved taxpayers an estimated billion dollars by 
renegotiation of war contracts, elimination of waste 
and blundering in production of war goods; it has per- 
formed an invaluable service in preventing production 
of inferior materiel which might cost lives of service- 
men. That work made Truman a national figure. 
When conservative Democrats rebelled against re- 
nomination of Vice President Henry A. Wallace as too 
libera}, labor and liberal strength at the convention 
prevented nomination of a reactionary. Party leaders 
then agreed on Truman as a compromise candidate, 
acceptable to labor because of his support of the New 
Deal and championship of public welfare, to conaerv- 
atives because ‘of his party loyalty, less outspoken 
stand on touchy questions. 

Truman was born in Lamar, Missouri, in 1884, but 
his youth was spent on his father’s farm in Jackson 
County, where he finished high school at Independ- 
ence. Farm life was broken by youthful jobs in a 
drug store, in Kansas City banks, but he was a farmer 
when he entered service and went to France as a 
Captain in 1917. At war's end he married Miss Bess 
Wallace—they have one daughter—, ran a_ haber- 
dashery in Kansas City, studied law at night, returned 
to farming until elected to County Court in 1922.
